SEVEN schools in Haverhill will 
soon be part of the same Trust. 

The Castle Partnership Academy 
Trust (CPAT) - which runs Castle 
Manor Academy, Burton End Pri¬ 
mary Academy and Place Farm Pri¬ 
mary Academy - is set to become 
part of the Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust (SWAT). 

As well as Samuel Ward Academy, 
SWAT runs Haverhill’s Coupals Pri¬ 
mary Academy, Westfield Primary 
Academy, and Churchill Special 
Free School. 

SWAT chief executive Howard 
Lay said: “We want to ensure the 
standards for young people across 
Haverhill are as high as they can 
possibly be. 

“With the business park and the 
likes of ONE Haverhill, there is so 
much positivity around the town - 
and this is just another example as 
we look to give young people from 
three to 18 years old the best pos¬ 
sible support with their education. 

“With the two secondary schools 
and a significant proportion of pri¬ 
mary schools in Haverhill joining 



together, this is only good news for 
the young people in the town.” 

Trust bosses are hoping that the 
change will be complete by the start 
of the new school year in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Departing executive principal of 
CPAT Madeleine Vigar added: “The 
Castle Partnership Academy Trust 


has an excellent long term track 
record of school-to-school sup¬ 
port. We firmly believe that schools 
are stronger together - especially if 
they focus on a pupil’s entire learn¬ 
ing journey.

and families. This is an exciting, 
timely and well thought-through 
development for education in 
Haverhill.” 

The move follows Castle Manor’s 
decision to gradually close its sixth 
form, while Samuel Ward’s sixth 
form grows.

Whitcombe said: “It is time for an 
exciting new chapter in education 
in Haverhill as our trusts join to¬ 
gether to benefit local children. 

“I am firmly committed to work¬ 
ing with staff, students and their 
families to ensure that Castle Man¬ 
or Academy continues to grow and 
develop as we work in this next 
phase as part of the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust.” 

SWAT, which was set up just 
three years ago in March 2013, will 
be running a total of 11 schools by 
September this year. As well as the 
cluster of Haverhill schools, the 
trust is responsible for Newmar¬ 
ket Academy, Thomas Gainsbor¬ 
ough School in Great Cornard and 
Glemsford Primary Academy. 

The trust will also be running 
the new Sybil Andrews Academy in 
Bury St Edmunds, which is set to 
open in September.

HEALTHCARE has been an 
ongoing issue in Haverhill 
since the walk-in centre 
closed in 2012. 

CEO of Abbeycroft 
Leisure Warren Smyth, pic¬ 
tured, told ONE Haverhill’s 
board yesterday that the is¬ 
sues in healthcare were “the

He suggested that ONE

She had made contact 
with the Haverhill Fam¬ 
ily Practice to learn more 
about their booking system. 
She learnt that the GP’s 
bookable appointments are 
offered 28 days, seven days 
and two days in advance 
and same-day appoint¬ 
ments are released at 8am 
and 1.30pm. 

The board also heard 
that a West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group pro¬ 
ject called Contact which 
aims to introduce integrat¬ 
ed working between health 
and social care services 
is set to be rolled out in 
Haverhill this summer.

A MASTERPLAN setting 
out a vision to regenerate 
Haverhill's town centre - 
including creating a new 
Square off Jubilee Walk - 
was adopted by the borough 
council last September.

'Tackling housing issues will help 
stop anti-social behaviour in town' 


ONE Haverhill's anti-social 
behaviour task group told 
the board it aimed to focus 
on issues surrounding multi¬ 
occupancy homes in the 
town. 

Henry Wilson, who runs 
charity REACH Community 
Projects, said that his charity 
was seeing people who were 
formerly homeless - and 
not necessarily from the 
town - being housed in 
multi-occupancy homes in 
Haverhill South. 

He said: "They will be put 
into a house with multiple 
occupancy with no support. 
You have got drugs, mental 
health, alcohol issues - it's a 
recipe for disaster. 

"In conversation with the

A COMMUNITY part¬ 
nership held its first ever 
board meeting in public 
yesterday and discussed 
how it could improve the 
town.

Karen Chappie 
showed the 20 
per cent of young 
people she knew 
about were not 
in education, 
employment, or training. 

Mr Poole said: “We are thinking 
about who those 20 per cent are, and 
how come they fell through the safety 
nets, and do we need another safety 
net?” 

He said that developing a detailed 
understanding of the services already 
available would help direct people to 
these services and spot any groups 
who are not provided for. 

He said that groups the task 
group were considering focusing on 
included older residents - particu¬ 
larly parents - who were not in work 
or training, and young people with 
mental health problems. 



for more support for people 
who are being moved into 
the area. It's not about 
housing, it's about the 
whole person. If anyone's 
got a spare £200,000 and 
would like to loan a house, 
we [REACH Community 
Projects] can look after these 
people." 

Philip Sullivan from 
Havebury Housing 
partnership said that if 
there was a need for a 
house, he would be happy 
to work with the anti-social 
behaviour task group on 
securing it. 

REACH Community 
Projects already runs a debt 
counselling service, food 
bank, and other services 
to help people get out of 
desperate circumstances.

Begging warning

DEMAND for foodbanks across the 
country is steadily increasing as peo¬ 
ple struggle with debt, low income and 
delayed benefits - but one charity is 
defying the trend. 

Haverhill’s REACH Community Pro¬ 
jects provides food boxes to people 
who aren’t able to afford to go shop¬ 
ping, but combines this with debt 
counselling and other services to help 
visitors get out of their desperate situ¬ 
ations. 

Projects director at REACH, Henry 
Wilson, said: “Because we want to real¬ 
ly get to the root cause of the problem, 
we have developed a set of procedures 
at our resource centre. 

“We just ask really simple questions 
to find out what the root cause of it is.” 

He gave the example of a family who 
visited the food bank twice in a week. 

When REACH staff talked to them 
about what was happening, it emerged 
that they were in debt due to a mix-up 
with their child tax credit and child 
benefit. 

Once this was resolved, they re¬ 
ceived money in back-payments to

pay off their debt and no longer need¬ 
ed to visit the foodbank. 

This approach to tackling the under¬ 
lying problems means that 75 per cent 
of those who visit REACH for a food 
parcel do not need to return for an¬ 
other one within a six month period. 

The Haverhill foodbank provided 
450 boxes of food between April and 
December last year, helping a total of 
747 people. 


Mr Wilson estimated that by April 
the charity would be on track to have 
helped between 1,000 and 1,100 peo¬ 
ple in a year. 

This is down from a peak of around 
1,800 people in 2013, when residents 
were being hit by changes in the ben¬ 
efits system and the effects of the re¬ 
cession. 

Mr Wilson said: “It’s a crisis inter¬ 
vention, not just to keep it going.” 

Meanwhile, the Trussell Trust re¬ 
ports an increase in users of food- 
banks every year since 2008. Nation¬ 
wide, 506,369 parcels of emergency 
food supplies were given out by the 
trust’s food banks between April and 
September last year - an increase of 3 
per cent on the same period the previ¬ 
ous year. 

REACH’S decision to ask questions 
about the cause of visitors’ poverty 
also means the charity can make sure 
the food is going to the right people. 

Mr Wilson said: “We are not a pusho¬ 
ver. Anybody who thinks that they are 
coming in for free food - think again. 
We will ask questions, we will confirm 
their story. People have given food to 
us in good faith.”

New fee 
for waste 
disposal 

RESIDENTS in Haverhill 
will have to pay new 
charges if they want to 
dispose of rubble. 

From April, waste 
recycling centres in 
Suffolk will be introducing 
charges from £2 per bag 
for rubble, hardcore and 
soil, and £2.50 per sheet 
for plasterboard. These 
charges rise up to £100 
for a double wheeled van 
full of soil or rubble, and 
£200 for a double axle 
van full of plasterboard. 

County councillor 
Matthew Hicks said: 

"We are aware that 
our recycling centres 
are highly valued by 
residents; introducing 
these small charges has 
not been an easy choice 
to make. We are not 
obliged to dispose of 
householders' rubble, 
soil and plasterboard, 
and a number of other 
councils have already 
introduced charges for 
these materials." 

The charges come on 
top of the borough's new 
£40 brown bin fee.

Inspector looks 
forward to new 
town challenge

AN inspector who is taking 
over as Haverhill’s local po¬ 
licing commander says he 
is looking forward to “a new 
exciting challenge”. 

Insp Danny Cooper will 
be in charge of community 
policing across the Haverhill 
and Sudbury area from April 
- as policing reforms across 
Suffolk are rolled out. 

Currently an inspector in 
Sudbury and having previ¬ 
ously filled the role in Ip¬ 
swich, Insp Cooper brings a 
wealth of experience to the 
post. 

While he finds out what 
matters to the people in 
Haverhill, he is aware of 
some of the issues facing 
residents. 

“One of the main things is 
the work around drugs,” he 
said, adding that the police 
were hoping to work with 
the council to tackle drug 
problems among young 
people. 

This follows on from Op¬ 


eration London, a West Suf¬ 
folk-wide bid to tackle the 
flow of drugs into the area 
from the capital. It has been 
one of the priorities for po¬ 
licing in Haverhill recently. 

Insp Cooper spent Mon¬ 
day being shown around 
Haverhill police station and 
the wider area by departing 
inspector Peter Ferrie. 

Insp Cooper said: “As a 
force we are still looking at 
the best way to engage with 
the public. We felt that the 
traditional priority-setting 
meetings didn’t quite work. 
We are still looking to en¬ 
gage with the maximum 
number of people.” 

He said the force was con¬ 
sidering both online and so¬ 
cial media forms of contact 
and some form of meeting. 

As Insp Cooper takes over, 
the role of local policing 
commander is changing. Al¬ 
though he will be responsi¬ 
ble for a larger geographical 
area than the current Haver¬ 
hill inspector, his time will 
be almost entirely devoted 
to local policing. Under the 


current system, both he and 
Insp Ferrie spend half their 
time as response inspectors, 
reacting to emergencies. 

Insp Cooper said: “I am 
keen to be able to spend 
more time looking at local 
problems and really be able 
to get a hold of those prob¬ 
lems. And Haverhill is just a 
new, exciting, challenge.” 

He will be holding a public 
meeting in early April to in¬ 
troduce himself to the pub¬ 
lic and to answer any ques¬ 
tions about the way policing 
is changing in Suffolk this 
year. 

Suffolk Police have not yet 
announced what the staff¬ 
ing numbers are set to be 
at Haverhill Police Station 
from April 4 onwards. 

The front desk of the po¬ 
lice station is set to close to 
the public from the start of 
April. 

However, at a meeting 
on February 18, Police and 
Crime Commissioner Tim 
Passmore said that it could 
be reopened and manned by 
volunteers.

Man accused of poppy appeal theft 


A MAN has been charged 
with stealing a Royal British 
Legion poppy appeal 
collection box from a pub in 
Haverhill. 

Benjamin Morton, 26, of 
Tyrells, Hockley, Essex, was 
arrested by Suffolk Police 
on Thursday, March 10, on 
suspicion of theft. 

He was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre where he was 
interviewed in connection 
with the theft of a poppy 
appeal box from a Haverhill 


High Street pub on February 
18. 

He was also interviewed in 
connection with the theft of 
a handbag and its contents, 
including an iPhone 6, from 
a bar in the town in the early 
hours of November 15 last 
year. 

Morton was charged 
with two thefts, as well 
as receiving stolen goods 
- a Bose speaker - in 
October last year, and with 
committing fraud by false 
representation, in relation 


to selling the speaker, in the 
same month. 

He appeared at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates' 
Court on the morning of 
Friday, March 11, and was 
remanded in custody until 
his next appearance at 
Ipswich Magistrates' Court 
today. 

The poppy appeal is run 
by the Royal British Legion to 
raise funds to support those 
in the armed services, ex- 
servicemen and women, and 
their families.

Easter, with 
diabetes 

WITH Easter just around the corner 
we know that many people with 
diabetes and their friends and family 
might be unsure about striking the 
right balance when it comes to 
chocolate eggs and other sweet treats. 
When you have diabetes it's really 
important to eat a healthy, balanced 


diet and to only include sugary, high- 
fat foods occasionally. 

But Easter only comes once a year 
and people with diabetes shouldn't 
worry about the odd one or two 
indulgences, as these will not affect 
long-term blood glucose control. 
When it comes to children with 
diabetes it's important that they don't 
feel that their condition excludes 
them from enjoying a chocolate 
treat like their friends or siblings, but 
parents might want to keep an eye on 
portion size. 

They may also want to check blood 
glucose levels of children more 
frequently if increased amounts of 
chocolate are being eaten, to enable 
adjustment of insulin doses where 
necessary. 

We would also recommend that 


adults think about whether treasure 
hunts involving lots of chocolate eggs 
could involve alternative non-food 
treats as well, adding to the surprise. 
We do not recommend 'diabetic' 
Easter eggs. 

Diabetic chocolate is just as high in 
fat and calories as ordinary chocolate, 
it can still raise blood glucose levels 
and is often more expensive than 
regular chocolate. 

We would recommend remaining 
mindful and keeping an eye on how 
much regular chocolate and sweet 
treats people are eating.

Fran takes on 26 
miles for veterans 


A RUNNER whose parents both 
served in the Second World War is 
tackling the London Marathon to 
raise money for a veterans’ charity. 

Despite having just moved 
house, and suffering an injury 
while training, Fran Williams of 
The Hill, Great Thurlow, is deter¬ 
mined to take on the 26-mile run 
next month. 

Fran will be raising money for 
Blind Veterans UK, a charity for 
vision-impaired ex-servicemen 
and women. 

Her mother worked at code- 
breaking centre Bletchley Park 
- made famous by last year’s Ben¬ 
edict Cumber batch film The Imi¬ 
tation Game - during the Second 
World War, while her father was a 
pilot, flying Lancaster bombers, so 
Fran says she has grown up “well 
aware of the horrors of war”. 

She continued: “I just thought: 
‘How brave, how brilliant a char¬ 
ity.’ It was something really differ¬ 
ent, it was something for the forc¬ 
es. I thought: ‘I’ve got to do this.’ 

“I just wanted something com¬ 
pletely different and it’s such a 
good cause.” 

Fran has run the London Mara¬ 
thon three times before, and usu-

ally starts training for the run 
- which takes place at the end of 
April - in October. 

But this year, after a last-minute 
decision to take on the marathon 
again, she started her training in 
February. 

She said: “I thought: ‘I think I 
can’t be bothered this year, I’ve 
moved house.’ But the charities 
are so dependent on help - I just 
got my running shoes on.” 

Fran recently moved to the 
Haverhill area from Yorkshire 
with her husband and daughter - 
and quickly got involved with the 
Haverhill Running Club. 

She said: “I love running down 
here because there are no hills - a 
hill here is a slope!” 

But while training with the club 
earlier this year, she suffered a fall 
that threatened to put back her 
marathon training. 

It left her with serious bruising 
to her hand, left leg and ribs - at 
one point she believed that she 
may have broken her ribs. 


But Fran hasn’t let a fall stop her. 
She said she still had some pain 
from the injuries, but she is back 
in training and puts the discom¬ 
fort out of her mind while running. 

The 51-year-old mother said: 
“I’m back on form. It isn’t going to 
put me back. 

“If you get your mind in the right 
place you can do anything.” 

The veteran marathon runner 
- who is also an aspiring author - 
said she made the decision to take 
on her fourth marathon because 
she had caught the “running bug”. 

She continued: “You really make 
a difference. When you are stood 
there on the start line you see all 
these people with all these vests 
on for all these charities. 

“It’s unique. It really makes a dif¬ 
ference - and it’s only 26 miles. 

“It’s great fun and you make lots 
of money for a charity. It’s fantas¬ 
tic.” 

She is aiming to raise £2,000 for 
Blind Veterans UK, and is hoping 
that donations will increase as the 
run, on April 24, draws nearer.

Devoted couple’s diamond day

HE was a soldier, on home leave 
from fighting overseas. She was a 
delivery girl, bringing fresh bread 
to his family farm. 

Donald and Ann Harvey, now 
81 and 80, and celebrating their 
diamond wedding today, met over 
bread deliveries in the early 1950s 
in rural Norfolk, where they both 
grew up.

Soon after marrying, they 
moved to Horseheath Park farm, 
just outside Haverhill, when Don¬ 
ald secured a job driving lorries 
on the farm. Over the years he has 
worked in a number of jobs on the 
farm, including looking after pigs 
and cows and driving tractors and 
combine harvesters. 

He said: “I just loved being on 
the farm, I loved being out in the

They moved into a newly-built 
cottage on the site of the farm, 
where they still live today, nearly 
60 years later. 

Donald said: “When we looked 
at this house, it was brand new, 
it had got electricity, it had got a 
bathroom. 

“Where we lived, the toilet was 
down the garden, we had no elec¬ 
tricity, no garden. Compared to 
what we had, it was luxury.” 

The cottage quickly became a 
bustling family home. 

The couple had their first daugh¬ 
ter, Valerie, in 1957, their second, 
Barbara, on New Year’s Day 1960, 
and their son jeffery in 1970. The 
family used to take yearly holidays 
in caravans or stay in bed and 
breakfasts by the coast at Margate. 

Donald and Ann’s children still 
live locally, and they now have five 
grandchildren and eight great¬ 
grandchildren, many of whom 
they will see at a party celebrat¬ 
ing their marriage milestone this 
weekend. 

But it hasn’t all been plain sail¬ 
ing, with couple battling health 
problems - including Ann having 
a heart attack, aged just 43. 


“I was just out in the garden 
and came in and I felt absolutely 
dreadful,” she recalled. 

The couple called a doctor to the 
house, who told them to take Ann 
to hospital - where she spent 13 
days recovering. 

Donald has also suffered two 
heart attacks, the first at the age 
of 57. 

He said: “When you have a heart 
attack you can’t really do anything 
- to clean your teeth is hard work. 

“That’s very frightening, but 
the doctors are wonderful today. 
Things are so advanced now.” 

Donald and Ann have overcome 
their health problems together 
and have spent 16 years in happy 
retirement since Donald stopped 
working in 2000. 

What is the secret to their long 
marriage? 

“I always say it’s saying yes and 
no in the right places,” said Don¬ 
ald. “It’s give and take, and helping 
one another.” 

And as they prepare for celebra¬ 
tions with friends and family after 
60 years of marriage, their love 
shows no sign of waning. 

Ann said: “He’s really one in a 
million, that’s all I can say. He’s re¬ 
ally lovely. I couldn’t have had any¬ 
body better.” 

Donald said: “What I love about 
her is her beauty and her kind¬ 
ness.”

Sport was 
my life: it 
was hard 
trying to 
step away 
from it 


Former professional triathlete Charlotte Roach was 
inspired to set up a new fitness business after a 
near-fatal cycling accident left her Olympic dreams 
in tatters. She tells Lydia Fallon her story. 


“CYCLING through the rolling 
Leicestershire countryside on 
a sun-drenched November 
morning in 2009 - wind in her hair and 
smile on her face - Charlotte Roach felt on top 
of the world. 

A promising triathlete, she'd recently been 
selected for a full-time London 2012 training 
programme by British Triathlon, and it was 
moments like this which reminded Charlotte 
why the blood, sweat and tears of training were 
so worth it. 

"I felt really good," she recalls. "It was a nice 
sunny day, I was riding alongside friends who 
were also on the programme, and I was feeling 
quite comfortable; not at all stressed or tired by 
the ride." 

But, just like that, disaster struck. "It was 
really weird how it happened. We turned a 
corner and were about to go up a hill, when 
everybody started moving and jostling for a 
position. All I remember is seeing the wheel 
in front getting really close to mine, and then 
realising I was going down and there was 
nothing I could do about it." 

Charlotte, a Cambridge University graduate, 
was knocked off her bike and then hit by an 
oncoming Land Rover. "I don't remember 
getting hit, and I had no idea what had 
happened to me, but I do remember being 
on the roadside and thinking 1 am in so much 
pain'. 

"At that point I think I was the only person 
who didn't believe I was going to die. Everyone 
else thought it might be game over for me. But 
I never considered dying; I was just trying to 
manage the pain." 

Charlotte, 27, had broken her back, 
collarbone and ribs, and punctured both 
lungs. The situation was perilous. "At first I was 
worried about my back, but then breathing 
became impossible because of the punctured 


lungs," she recalls. "I'd started to gurgle because 
the blood was overflowing my lungs, and I had 
a very short time frame before I would drown." 

Luckily, one of the first people on the scene 
was a physiotherapist from the Leicester Tigers 
rugby team, who immediately recognised the 
severity of the situation. "She made the decision 
to sit me up, which was a hard decision to 
make because it could have paralysed me due 
to my back injuries, but without that I would 
have died. I owe my life to her." 

Charlotte was airlifted to hospital, where she 
underwent emergency surgery on her spine and 
chest. When she eventually came round from 
the five-hour operation, it dawned on her that 
the Olympic dream she'd worked so hard for 
could well be over. 

She was devastated, "but I knew I couldn't 
focus on that. The pain was so great and I was 
in such a low place, it was almost easy for me to 
accept, because I just wanted to survive more 
than anything else." 

Charlotte returned home after two weeks in 
hospital and, piece by piece, attempted to put 
her life back together. It was a long, hard road 
to recovery, but every day she would notice 
small improvements. 

"I didn't put any pressure on myself as at 
one point I wasn't sure if I'd be able to walk, 
breathe or do anything, so everything after that 
was a positive," she explains. "It might have 
been touching my toes, getting out of bed on 
my own, or putting on a jumper - I just tried to 
take every day as it came." 

The small steps gradually became big strides. 
Charlotte started running, then swimming, and 
eventually gained enough confidence to get 
back on her road bike. 

"The first time was really distressing for 
me and I had a massive meltdown," she 
remembers. 

"I started crying and shaking, and had 
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I remember being 
on the roadside in 
so much pain.

flashbacks of the accident. I'd panic if a car 
came too close - even a dog or a person - 
but it got easier over time and the fear did 
eventually disappear." 

Six months after the accident, Charlotte 
entered into an elite European triathlon race 
and, despite having metal in her back and a 
broken collarbone, amazingly, finished fourth. 

"It was a huge moment," she says. "I didn't 
even think I'd make it to the start line, so to 
finish fourth . . . that was pretty amazing." 

She entered a few more races in the months 
to come, but having taken such a battering 
physically and psychologically, the training was 
taking its toll, "and I was really struggling with 
confidence. I was so driven to get back to the 
standard I was at before the accident, but I saw 
my competitors train every day and I couldn't 
do that, and constantly felt like I wasn't as good 
as them - and that was hard. 

"Before the accident my confidence 
definitely came from that fact I always trained 
so hard, and now I couldn't get that back." 

Charlotte underwent two more rounds of 
surgery on her back and collarbone, before 
returning to Cambridge to finish her degree 
in neuroscience at Trinity. The plan was to 
carry on training for London 2012, "but then 
I thought: how much do I love this journey? 

I was training 35 hours a week on my 
own - I'd be swimming at Parkside 
at 5am, then cycling, then 
lectures, then running - and it 
was long, repetitive, boring and 
isolating, and just wasn't that 
enjoyable any more." 

Charlotte needed to make 
a decision, "and I decided the 
goal wasn't great enough any 
more, so I stopped competing". 

It was one of the hardest 
decisions Charlotte has ever had to 
make, but one she absolutely stands by. 

"The accident taught me life's too short to be 
doing something I wasn't passionate about any 
more," she muses. "Sport is such a fickle career 
choice anyway, anything can happen - and it 
did. I could have carried on training for three 
years, and then turned my ankle before the 
Olympics and that would have been my career 
over.. . 

"It takes a lot more than just getting in a pool 
at 5am in the morning, and I realised I didn't 
enjoy the process enough to commit the next 
four years of my life to it." 

Charlotte graduated from Cambridge 
in 2010, and never one to opt out of an 
adventure, promptly cycled the 10,000 miles 
from Beijing to London to raise money for the 
Air Ambulance. "I wanted to do something 
really crazy to give back, and I can confirm 


stilly 
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China is a very long way away!" she laughs. 

Shortly after, Charlotte started working 
in London as a construction manager. She 
enjoyed the job, but found a life without sport 
and training tough at first. 

"Sport was my life, and all people wanted 
to talk to me about was sport, and that was 
difficult. It was hard trying to step away from 
it, and build relationships with people who 
weren't involved in sport." 

One of the hardest parts for Charlotte 
was keeping active without the element of 
competition. She hated the gym, but there 
didn't seem to be many alternatives - at least, 
alternatives that were fun. "I found it hard not 
having a goal, I wasn't trying to run faster or 
compete anywhere, but I didn't want to go to 
the gym, and couldn't help but think why are 
all these other people in the gym?! I found it 
really hard to motivate myself. 

"The exercise industry has a lot to answer 
for, as I think it projects this image that if it's 
not really painful, and you don't hate it, you're 
not actually doing it right, and that causes more 
harm than good because it generates guilt in 
the people who do it, and then the people who 
don't want to do it think 'Well, I don't want to 
do that if it's going to be painful!' 

"It creates a negative feel around exercise, 
and it doesn't need to be like that." 
Arriving at the conclusion the 
exercise product "sucked", 
Charlotte decided to do 
something about it. She quit her 
| job and, along with friend and 
fellow Cambridge University 
graduate Rosemary Pringle, 
launched Rabble, a team-based 
exercise class, which has been 
described as "the backlash against 
boring exercise" (The Evening 
Standard). 

Reviving playground classics like British 
bulldog, tag and capture the flag, it started as 
a trial one-off session in London, and has now 
grown to more than 20 sessions every week 
across London, Manchester and, recently, 
Cambridge, with more than 800 participants 
every month. 

The reaction, Charlotte says, has been 
amazing. "Seeing people make friends, or 
achieve something they didn't think they could 
achieve, that's incredible. 

"The community element is really important 
to us. It's all about the people; the people are 
amazing." 

It's been a tough few years for Charlotte, but 
in Rabble, she feels like she's found her calling. 

"It's made me love life more and I feel really 
fulfilled doing what I do. We do fun stuff, and it 
makes life more fun ... life is awesome!"

Community pulls out all 
the stops in organ appeal 


A COMMUNITY has raised 
£10,000 to save a church 
organ from falling into dis¬ 
repair. 

The organ at St Mary’s 
Church in Haverhill’s Mar¬ 
ket Square is currently un¬ 
dergoing extensive renova¬ 
tions after it was damaged 
by water leaking through 
the roof. 

The church’s director of 
music, Richard Hart, said: 
“It would probably have 
got worse and worse and 
would not have been play¬ 
able if the bellows and oth¬ 
er parts of the organ were 
affected. 

“The organ is one of the 
most expensive items in 
the church. To replace it 
we would be talking about 
£100,000. If we had left it, it 
would have cost more.” 

The congregation and 
members of the church 
community launched a 
fund-raising campaign to 
save the organ, which dates 
from 1938 and has more 
than 1,000 pipes.

They held concerts, ta¬ 
ble top sales, and even 
launched a “sponsor an or¬ 
gan pipe” scheme, with dif¬ 
ferent prices for different 
sized organ pipes. 

They also received dona¬ 
tions from local individu¬ 
als, organisations and busi¬ 
nesses. 

The money needed for 
the repairs was raised with¬ 
in a matter of months, after 
fund raising started last 
summer. 

“That was quite amazing, 
really,” said Mr Hart, who 
has worked at the church 
for seven years. 

The fund-raising effort 
meant that Cambridge- 
based firm Norman Hall 
and Sons could start taking 
the organ apart to restore it 
at the beginning of January. 

Mr Hart said: “The organ 
was getting very sluggish. It 


really needed to be taken to 
bits, cleaned, and put back 
together.” 

He estimated that this 
kind of thorough renova¬ 
tion had not been carried 
out for 40 years. 

As part of the work, six 
gilded pipes were discov¬ 
ered that were believed to 
be from the original organ 
installed in the church in 
1837. 

The work will be finished 
in time for Easter, but the 
instrument is now play¬ 
able, and Mr Hart says the 
difference is noticeable. 

“A lot of people are say¬ 
ing how much brighter it 
already sounds, and how 
the tone and quality are so 
much improved,” he said. 

“Everything has been re¬ 
newed. It’s so nice to play.” 

If you’d like to hear the 
repaired organ, the church 
is holding a recital of Stein¬ 
er’s Crucifixion on Good 
Friday, March 25, at 6pm. 

Admission to the concert 
is free.

A CHANCE has arisen to 
own a completely unique 
car with a direct connection 
to the British Royal Family. 

A world-record selling 
rice is set to be smashed 
y a 1954 Lagonda Three- 
Litre Drophead Coupe 
(DHC) that was specially 
ordered by HRH The Duke 
of Edinburgh and personally 
driven by him until 1961. 

It is the very car that won 
Aston Martin Lagonda its 
first Royal Warrant. It is also 
believed to be the only one 
of Prince Philip's personal 
cars ever to be sold publicly. 

The stunning Lagonda 
was used for regular trips to 
The Thursday Club in Soho, 
Cowdray Park and Cheam 
preparatory school to drop 
Prince Charles off at the 
start of the day. 

It also went with Prince 
Philip and the Queen 
aboard the royal yacht 
Britannia on a tour of the 
Commonwealth during 


1956 and 1957, leading 
to numerous photos of the 
car at the 1956 Melbourne 
Olympics and elsewhere. 


It is expected to sell for 
£350,000 to £450,000 
when it goes under the 
hammer at H&H Classics' 


sale at the Imperial War 
Museum at Duxford, on 
April 20. 

That makes it worth 


around three times what a 
normal Lagonda Three-Litre 
DHC would sell for. 

It has its original leather 
upholstery, a radio 
telephone and extra vanity 
mirrors that were fitted to 
allow the Queen to check 
her hat. 

After 50,000 miles, the 
car has been repainted in 
its original Edinburgh Green 
hue, which at the time of 
its build was a special order 
made by the Duke. 

Damian Jones, H&H Sales 
Manager, said: "This car 
is part of our history. The 
accompanying paperwork 
beggars belief. 

"There is an amusing 
story about Prince Philip 
driving Her Majesty through 
London in this car and being 
held up by a policeman on 
point duty directing traffic. 

"When the policeman saw 
who was in the Lagonda, 
he did a double take and 
swiftly waved them on."
